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Independent Muslims
The government tightly controls religious activity in 
Tajikistan and regularly penalizes those who practice 
religion independently of the state, an issue that particularly 
impacts Muslims. Those who engage in unauthorized 
religious activity, such as giving or listening to sermons not 
provided by the state, may face fines or even imprisonment.

Ismaili Muslims
In 2022, a violent state crackdown on protests in Gorno-
Badakhshan Autonomous Province (GBAO), where 
predominantly Ismaili Shi’a Muslim Pamiris reside, led to the 
arrest of more than 200 individuals on charges of “extremism” 
and association with banned groups. Some saw this as a state 
attempt to rein in religious and political opposition.

Authorities also retaliate against activists’ family in 
Tajikistan in order to intimidate them and coerce the activists 
to return to the country to face charges.

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Frank R. Wolf FoRB Victims List Background
The International Religious Freedom Act of 1998 (IRFA), as amended by the Frank R. Wolf International Religious Freedom Act of 2016, 
requires USCIRF to:

make publicly available, to the extent practicable...lists of persons it determines are imprisoned or detained, have 
disappeared, been placed under house arrest, been tortured, or subjected to forced renunciation of faith for their religious 
activity or religious freedom advocacy by the government of a foreign country that the Commission recommends for 
designation as a country of particular concern [CPC]...or by a nonstate actor that the Commission recommends for 
designation as an entity of particular concern [EPC]. 

USCIRF developed the Frank R. Wolf Freedom of Religion or Belief (FoRB) Victims List—an online public database—to implement this 
provision for countries USCIRF recommends for Country of Particular Concern (CPC) or Special Watch List (SWL) status. The list also 
includes such victims located in the de facto territories of nonstate actors that USCIRF recommends for Entity of Particular Concern (EPC) 
status, according to the same criteria.

Due to limited resources, USCIRF is unable to identify and document all victims that meet the statutory requirement to be included on 
the FoRB Victims List and generally relies on receiving submissions from outside individuals and organizations. As such, the information 
contained in the database does not reflect country, regional, or global trends. Furthermore, percentages highlighted in this section should 
not be used for extrapolation purposes nor interpreted as a particular group experiencing greater violations than another or a particular 
country committing violations at a greater rate than others. To support this project, USCIRF invites those with credible information on 
victims to submit information using the Victims List Intake Form at www.uscirf.gov/form/uscirf-victims-list-intake-form.
